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Future Fate of North End School May 
Be Affected by Draft County Bill

The fate of Greenbelt’s 
now-vacant North End School 
again claimed the attention of 
the city council, during its 
May 17 regular meeting. 
Prince Georges County is try¬ 
ing to sell the former elemen¬ 
tary school, which closed last 
year, together with its 13.1 
acres of land. 

In the most recent develop¬ 
ments, council was given new in¬ 
formation on costs associated 
with the school; was told of two 
expressions of interest from pro¬ 
spective purchasers received by 
the county; and considered a draft 
bill proposed by the county exec¬ 
utive’s staff that would let the 
county bypass the normal zoning 
law to permit almost any use de¬ 
sired by the buyer of a surplus 
school property. 

In other business, the council 
agreed with an analysis of plan¬ 
ning issues about which the city 
is concerned. The analysis was 
prepared by City Manager James 
Giese for use by Maryland-Na¬ 
tional Capital Park and Planning 
Commission technical staff in pre¬ 
paring a new Master Plan for the 
Greenbelt area. (See story next 
issue.) 

North End School 

City Administrative Assistant 
Michael McLaughlin reported 
that the Board of Education’s 
maintenance costs for North End 
School, in its last year of opera¬ 
tion as a school, totalled more 
than $127,000. This included al¬ 
most $7,000 for building mainte¬ 
nance and repair; almost $46 000 
for utilities; and close to $75,000 
for custodial services and sup¬ 
plies. 

McLaughlin told council that 
the school building is being ap¬ 
praised by the county, and that 
a market price for the property 
has not yet been established. He 
also reported that the outstanding 
debt on the building is just over 
$104,000, payable in annual in¬ 
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stallments over the next ten years. 

A principal argument of the 
county executive and his staff 
for selling surplus schools rather 
than, as in the past, donating 
them to their parent communities, 
is that the county should not have 
to carry the burden of paying off 
remaining debt on the schools. 
McLaughlin told the council that 
city staff — with no help from the 
county — had found a recently 
enacted Maryland law which pro¬ 
vides that the state will continue 
to pay any outstanding debt on 
a surplus school building that is 
used for a public purpose, pro¬ 
vided certain criteria are met. 
McLaughlin said North End 
School fits the criteria. 

McLaughlin further reported 
that the county has received two 
expressions of interest in buying 
the North End property. One 
party would convert the building 
to condominium housing, preserve 
the middle of the property as 
parkland, and use the rear of the 
land to construct single-family 
homes.. In the second proposal, a 
small family-run firm headquar¬ 
tered in Cincinnati, which sells 
books and other published mate¬ 
rials (in this area principally to 
the Library of Congress and the 
University of Maryland), would 
use the school building as a stor¬ 
age facility. County staff would 
not give McLaughlin the names 
of the firms making these two 
proposals. 

In the council discussion that 
followed, Mayor Richard Castaldi 
said he thinks the city has a need 
for the school building and land, 
but wondered whether the city 
would have to negotiate a pur¬ 
chase price. He wanted to know 
what the city has to do to “get up 
front” without being caught in a 
bidding process. City Manager 
Giese pointed to the newly discov¬ 
ered law whereby the state would 
pay off indebtedness on the school 
as perhaps providing an answer 
for the city. 

Councilman Thomas X. White 
said he thought the city had been 
talking to itself on the North End 
issue, with no one listening at the 
county end. He proposed that the 
city send a letter to key county 
officials expressing the city’s de¬ 
sire to receive the North End 
property, and to begin discussions 
with the county toward that end. 
County Councilman Roy Dabney 
(who has been sitting in as a 
spectator at city council meet¬ 
ings) warned the council members 
not to antagonize the county ex¬ 
ecutive in their attempts to get 
his attention. Dabney cautioned 
that if they do, the county execu¬ 
tive will “turn around and sell it 
from under you.” 

Mayor Pro Tem Gil Weidenfeld 
said the city could still send an 
unaggressive letter to the county, 
both to keep the consideration 
process moving, and to express 
the city’s opposition to the two 
private proposals received by the 
county, Pilski asked that the let¬ 


ter include a request for identifi¬ 
cation of the parties who made 
those two proposals. The council 
agreed to the sending of such a 
letter. 

Draft School-Use Bill 

Kenneth Duncan, Prince Geor¬ 
ges County’s Chief Administrative 
Officer, sent the city, for com¬ 
ment, a draft bill that would 
amend the county zoning ordi¬ 
nance. The proposed changes 
would let the county council (act¬ 
ing as District Council) grant spe¬ 
cial exceptions from the zoning 
law for surplus school properties. 
The District Council would be 
able to let a buyer make almost 
any use desired of such a prop¬ 
erty, and could waive normal 
rules on such zoning controls as 
setbacks and height. Furthermore, 
the county’s Zoning Hearing Ex¬ 
aminer would be excluded from 
the decision-making process. The 
only significant restriction on the 
District Council in granting spe¬ 
cial exceptions for school uses 
would be the requirement for a 
“super majority” vote by the Dis¬ 
trict Council on such cases. 

The city’s Advisory Planning 
Board sent a report to the city 
council registering its strong op¬ 
position to the draft bill as a cir¬ 
cumvention of the zoning ordi¬ 
nance. City Manager Giese gave 
the council his view that school 
reuses should be ‘in accordance 
with established and approved 
land use policies . . . determined 
through the zoning process.” 

Giese, in written comments, fur¬ 
ther advised the council: “With 
the change in the composition of 
the county council next year, it 
can be expected that the influence 
of municipalities and neighbor¬ 
hood citizens groups upon the 
members of the county council 
from other districts will be sig¬ 
nificantly diminished. The special 
exception procedure has no re¬ 
quirements as to findings (of) 
changes in the character of the 
neighborhood or errors in plans, 
as is required in rezoning to jus¬ 
tify the change in use of a prop¬ 
erty.” Giese recommended that 
the council “express its opposi¬ 
tion to the proposed bill in its 
present form as being too far- 
reaching and a circumvention of 
zoning law.” 

Weidenfeld said that if the 
draft bill passes, it could really 
undermine all the good planning 
done in the past. He noted the 
lack of safeguards to protect 
communities, and moved that the 
council express strong opposition. 

Castaldi said the draft bill flies 
in the face of all zoning and 
planning precedents, to the detri¬ 
ment of the communities that the 
schools were built to serve. He 
foresaw a great chance of damage 
to the delicate balance of residen¬ 
tial-area character. 

The council unanimously agreed 
to have its written opposition to 
the draft sent to the county. 



GREENBELT MOURNS BEATH OF 
STATE SEN. EDWARD T. CONROY

Maryland State Senator Edward T, Conroy, 53. died on 
Monday, May 24. He had been hospitalized since April 15, 
leaving his post before the end of the session because of severe 
side and back pain which exploratory surgery revealed to be 
caused by a tumor. 

Senator Conroy had served in 
the state legislature for 20 years. 

In 1962 he was elected to the 
Maryland House of Delegates, 
where he was chosen chairman of 
the Prince Georges County Dele¬ 
gation. Four years later he was 
elected to the Senate position, 
where he served as vice chair¬ 
man of the Judiciary Committee. 

In 1974 he became chairman of 
the Senate Constitutional and 
Public Law Committee. 

Always concerned with the spe¬ 
cial needs of the two municipali¬ 
ties he represented — Bowie and 
Greenbelt — Senator Conroy was 
three times recognized by the 
Maryland Municipal League as 
Outstanding Public Official in the 
State of Maryland—in 1966, 1967, 
and 1971. Ironically he was one of 
eight officials named to receive 
the League’s Distinguished Serv¬ 
ice Award at their forthcoming 
June 1982 convention. 

Some bills he introduced in the 
state legislature were of special 
concern to Greenbelt. For exam¬ 
ple, he sponsored a bill making it 
possible for Twin Pines Savings 
and Loan to continue functioning 
as a cooperative. He led the fight 
for road improvements in and 
around Greenbelt and secured 
funding for paving the parking 
area near the Greenbelt Armory 
and for overhead lighting of Han¬ 
over Parkway and Greenbelt Rd. 

Legislation he sponsored provided 
funding for the Greenbelt Library. 

A strong supporter of Greenbelt’s 
position on the location of Metro- 
rail E route, he led the fight for 
state transportation funds for 
Metro transit. 

A resolution he introduced in 
the waning days of one legisla¬ 
tive session called for the county 
school board to reconsider the 
projected location of a high school 
-junior high school complex on 
Ridge Rd. (parcels 1 and 2), 
which was strongly opposed by 
Greenbelt citizens. This resolution 
was considered crucial in the 
eventual relocation of the high 
school to the more accessible 
Hanover Parkway site. 

Senator Conroy always took 
special interest in Greenbelt proj¬ 
ects such as Green Ridge House. 

He was present at the dedication 
ceremony for the senior citizen 
residence in which his own moth¬ 
er was one of the first tenants. 

Conroy many times went to bat 
for Greenbelt CARES — inter¬ 
ceding with the State over fund¬ 
ing or philosophy and assisting 
with legislation. Kids were im¬ 
portant to him. He was willing 
to take the time to listen and 
then act. 

“He was a tremendous friend 
and as good a legislator -as we 
could have hoped for,” was the 
assessment of former city coun¬ 
cilman Charles F. Schwan, in re¬ 
calling the kind of representation 
Senator Conroy had provided 
through the years to the city of 
Greenbelt. “He saved driver edu¬ 
cation in Maryland,” Schwan re¬ 
membered. 

Seriously wounded during the 
Korean War, Senator Conroy was 
awarded the Silver Star, the 
Bronze Star, and two Purple 
Hearts. He was always active in 
veterans affairs, serving as past 
National Commander and State 
Commander of the Disabled 
American Veterans. In 1966 he 
was chosen both as outstanding 
Veteran in the state of Maryland 


and outstanding Disabled Ameri¬ 
can Veteran in the entire nation. 

In 1980 he won the Democratic 
nomination for the U. S. Senate 
but lost out to Senator Charles 
Mathias in the general election. 
The following year he ran in a 
special primary election to fill out 
the term of former Congresswom¬ 
an Gladys Spellman. 

Senator Conroy is survived by 
his wife, Mary, two sons, Edward 
and Kevin, and his mother, Mary, 
a resident of Greenbelt. 

Friends may call at the Beall 
Funeral Home in Bowie this eve¬ 
ning from 7 to 9. A funeral mass 
will be held at St. Pius Catholic 
Church in Bovie on Friday, May 
28 at 10:30 a.m. Burial will follow 
at 1 p.m. at Arlington National 
Cemetery. 

The family asked that in lieu of 
flowers contributions in Senator 
Conroy's memory be sent to the 
Cerebral Palsy Society of Prince 
Georges County, 3901 Woodhaven 
Lane, Bowie.

The last day of classes for stu¬ 
dents attending the Prince Geor¬ 
ges County Public Schools will be 
Friday, June 11, following a re¬ 
cent decision by the Board of 
Education and the Superintend¬ 
ent of Schools. 

In addition, both Thursday, 
June 10, and Friday, June 11, will 
be half-days for students in 
grades one through eleven. 
Schools will close three hours 
early on those days. Morning 
kindergarten students will attend 
their last class on Thursday, June 
10, for the half-day session. 

Afternoon kindergarten stu¬ 
dents will attend their last class 
on Friday, June 11, in the morn¬ 
ing. 

The changes in the school cal¬ 
endar were made at the May 13 
meeting of the Board of Educa¬ 
tion because one previously plan¬ 
ned “snow day” had not been 
used this year.

Trash Pick-up Regulations 

The City has been receiving a 
large number of calls for special 
trash pickups these last few 
weeks. These calls, together with 
the GHI rehabilitaion program 
and general spring cleaning, have 
caused the city crews to run a 
week or two behind in their col¬ 
lections. The City reminds its 
customers of the following regula¬ 
tions regarding trash collections: 
Special Trash Collections 

Special trash pickup for refuse 
customers must be requested by 
calling 474-8004. Pickups will us¬ 
ually be made within a few days, 
but during times when requests 
are numerous, it may take a little 
longer. 

Special trash should not be 
placed at the' curbside, in GHI 
common areas, or in parks or 
playgrounds. All special trash 
should be placed near the custo¬ 
mer’s regular collection point. The 
City may refuse to remove mater¬ 
ial placed at other locations. 

All special trash should be bag¬ 
ged, boxed, or bundled. Brush 
and leaves to be collected should 
be placed where they will be ac¬ 
cessible by city equipment, such 
as GHI service areas or between 
the curb and sidewalk, but not 
in common areas. Also, brush 
should be kept separate from 
leaves, because each requires a 
different piece of equipment for 
collection. 

Appliances and old furniture 
should also be placed near the 
regular collection point. These 
items may not always be picked 
up at the same time as other spe¬ 
cial trash because special equip¬ 
ment and manpower are required. 

Construction materials are col¬ 
lected by the city only when the 
resident does the work. Such ma¬ 
terials should be placed near the 
regular collection point. Contrac¬ 
tors are required to remove and 
dispose of their own debris — oth¬ 
erwise, the resident will be charg¬ 
ed for disposal. 

Regular Refuse Collections 

City refuse collections for reg¬ 
ular trash are made Monday and 
Thursday, or Tuesday and Friday, 
depending on location. When a 
holiday falls on a weekday, there 
will be no newspaper pickup that 
week, and the schedule will be 
adjusted to provide two refuse 
collections in each location. Holi¬ 
day refuse-collection schedules 
are announced in the News Re¬ 
view, 

Newspaper Recycling 

Newspapers only — no maga¬ 
zines, books, or other kinds of pa¬ 
per — are collected from all refuse 
customers on Wednesdays. City 
ordinance requires that newspa¬ 
pers be separated from other 
trash, and either be bundled or 
placed in a separate container at 
the regular collection point. If 
newspapers are in a bag or box, 
the bag or box will not be taken 
because it cannot be recycled, 
Questions

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Our Buddy, Buddy Attick Remembered 


Albert “Buddy” Attick died last week. He was born on a farm 
here before Greenbelt was built in the late 30*s. He spent most 
of his adult years — forty of them — working for the city. He 
was a fireman, a policeman, a director of public works — a man 
much loved by his friends, family and co-workers. Buddy was 
special. The News Review published a number of articles 
about Buddy and his life in Greenbelt on the occasion of his re¬ 
tirement from city service in 1978 . The following excerpts 
from some of those articles. 

Greenbelt & Buddy 
Their Lives Entwined 

Citv Manager James Giese has often been quoted as saying 
that retiring Public Works Director Albert (Buddy) Attick is an 
encyclopedia of information about the city. Indeed, his life his¬ 
tory and the history of the city are so completely entwined that 
one cannot be unraveled without telling about the other. 


Buddy’s parents, Charles Mayo 
and Lillian Lee Attick, bought a 
farm in 1908, off Edmonston Road 
and along the western edge of 
what is now the Golden Triangle. 
In 1911, Buddy's older brother, 
Mayo, was born in the farmhouse 
on the property, and Buddy in 
1913. Each of eight children, five 
boys and three girls, was bom in 
that house, and Buddy remem¬ 
bered that Dr. Griffith (“there 
were only two doctors in the area 
at the time”) would ride out in his 
horse and buggy and “spend the 
night oftentimes until the baby 
was born.” 

Charles Attick ran the only bar¬ 
bershop in Berwyn, so the boys 
helped out on the farm as they 
were growing up. It was a small 
farm, with a few cows and some 
chickens. The boys did most of 
the maintenance work on the 
house themselves, including in¬ 
stalling running water. The only 
thing they didn’t do, Buddy said, 
was to stucco the house when 
his parents had that done. 

When Buddy was in high school 
at Hyattsville High, he used to 
ride his horse to his father's bar¬ 
bershop in Berwyn and put the 
horse in the stable behind the 
shop. Then he would catch the 
streetcar at Rhode Island Avenue 
and ride as far as Riverdale. From 
there he would walk the rest of 
the way to school. 

Beginning of New Towns 

About that same time, govern¬ 
ment agents were looking into the 
possibility of buying up a lot of 
farmland, including and sur¬ 
rounding the Attick farm, for a 
new government project, the 
Greenbelt towns, 

Charles Attick became the first 
person to sell his land to the gov¬ 
ernment. The government then 
helped the family resettle in a 
house in Berwyn. Buddy doesn’t 
remember any members of his 
family feeling adverse to the 
changes. “It’s a strange thing— 
we sort of accepted it,” he said. 

Of course for Buddy there were 
a few additional reasons to accept 
the changes: “I was just at that 


time getting married and living 
on my own.” 

He met his wife, Gladys, 
through the Berwyn Baptist 
Church and they were married on 
June 1, 1935. In September or Oc¬ 
tober he came to work on the 
construction of the new town. 

Construction Begins 

For the first year of the project, 
the Attick farmhouse located 
where Kenilworth Avenue runs 
beside the new Nationwide Insur¬ 
ance Building was the construc¬ 
tion headquarters. Buddy said it 
was a strange sensation reporting 
to his house for work every 
morning after having just moved 
out. 

Buddy was a platoon firechief. 
At that time trees and underbrush 
were cleared with controlled fires, 
and there was a great need for a 
fire department on a project so 
large. With that many people 
around also there was bound to 
be some carelessness and acci¬ 
dents, The fire crew used a 1935 
Ford 500-gallon pumper, which 
became Greenbelt’s first firetruck. 

Furniture Salesman 

Tn the fall of 1937, when the new 
town was settled, Buddy began 
working for the government sell¬ 
ing and delivering furniture to 
the new families. At that time 
people rented what are now the 
GHI homes from the government. 
Buddy and his wife had moved 
into their house at 1-A Garden¬ 
way as soon as it was completed. 
He remembered their rent being 
$33.50 per month (including heat 
and electricity) and didn't think 
rent for anyone exceeded $35 per 
month. The government had com¬ 
missioned the design of some fur¬ 
niture to go with the new houses, 
and for an additional $2.50 per 
month on their rent bill, residents 
could purchase this furniture. 

Buddy says that a few families 
in town still have some of this 
original Greenbelt furniture to¬ 
day, and hopes that someday a 
museum can be founded to dis¬ 
play it and show what the origi¬ 
nal homes really looked like.

the City Managers... 

Buddy Attick is described as a 
man no less important for his 
ability to work with people than 
for his professional skills and 
knowledge by Charles McDonald 
and James Giese, two of the city 
managers under whom he has 
served. 

“My buddy, Buddy,” as he call¬ 
ed him, was one of the first people 
former city manager Charles T. 
McDonald met when he arrived in 
Greenbelt about 30 years ago. 

In July 1948, McDonald became 
town manager. After Attick's son 
was killed in an auto accident, 
McDonald invited Attick to be¬ 
come director of public works in 
order to get him away from acci¬ 
dents and police work. 

Because of his experience. Mc¬ 
Donald found Attick relied on him 
to become adjusted to his new job. 
“He was a very apt student.” Mc¬ 
Donald declared. The two attend¬ 
ed meetings and became familiar 
with public works throughout 
Maryland—so much so that Attick 
quite often became an advisor to 
other municipalities. Under his 
direction, Greenbelt developed the 
first Maryland landfill at the pres¬ 
ent Sweetgum Picnic area located 
in Greenbelt Park. 

The present city manager, 
James Giese, also emphasized that 
Attick was very well liked by his 
associates. Giese felt that some 
people did not like taking their 
complaints to Attick because af¬ 
ter talking with him these indi¬ 
viduals often forgot they had a 
complaint. 

Giese said Attick didn’t em¬ 
barrass easily. However, he re¬ 
called an incident when Attick 
drove Giese and several council- 
men onto the old city landfill to 
look at the Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway overpass locations. At¬ 
tick was embarrassed as his 4- 
wheel drive vehicle became stuck 
and help had to be summoned 
from the police department 
Attick is a “walking file on 
Greenbelt,” Giese concluded.

Greeting Buddy Attick is like 
greeting the dawn of a beautiful 
day.

the Boys ... 

It's 1937. You are a kid, one of 
the first to come to live in this 
new community called Greenbelt. 
Most of the streets are unpaved. 
There are no street lights. Your 
playground is the woods and 
farms all around you. Cows and 
old farmhouses and decaying 
mansions dot the pastureland. 

One of the best things for you 
and your friends to do on a hot 
summer’s day is to go skinny dip¬ 
ping in Greenbelt Lake. There is 
no pool. And the water in the 
newly-created lake is invigorating 
on your bare skin. 

Sometimes darkness creeps in; 
you and your friends build rafts 
and recreate battles, paddling 
across the lake. Pow! Fow! You 
shoot and sink the enemy’s ship. 

Before long, though, a loud voice 
booms into a megaphone and sails 
across the rippling water. It’s Al¬ 
bert “Buddy” Attick, the Green¬ 
belt policeman, who taught you 
how to swim and can greet every 
little kid in town by name. His 
voice reaches you as you steal 
toward shore. “Come out,” it de¬ 
mands. “I know you’re there!” 

And you and all your friends, 
convulsed in laughter, shout back, 
“We know you know we’re here!” 
And you charge into the woods, 
naked and laughing and running. 
Later, exhausted, and ready to go 
home, you go back to where you 
left your clothes. Buddy has taken 
them, and you slink home, run¬ 
ning from tree to tree. There are 
no street lights after all. 

Tom Freeman’s family was one 
of the first to move into Greenbelt. 
He was 10 years old and he re¬ 
members Buddy Attick as a guard 
along Southway, There were two 
guards for each of the entrances 
to Greenbelt who would question 
people on their intentions as they 
entered the town. Each of the 
guards had a horse, Pete and 
Mack. All the kids knew and lov¬ 
ed these guardians of the gate. 
Renfro the Mounted, they were 
called. 

Pete and Mack were stabled in 
a barn on Hamilton Place (across 
from the present GHI building) 
and Buddy taught kids how to 
ride. No sooner did they learn 
than Tom and his friends, like 
Johnny Belten and Zip Nanna, 
would scramble onto the horse 
and be off to Baltimore. 

. . . Down at the Center, near the 
mandatory 10 p.m. curfew, along 
with the other Center bums 
(“There have always been Center 
bums,” Tom asserts). Buddy would 
come by, look at his watch, look 
at all the kids huddled together, 
and shout “It’s 9:55; get lost!” 
And you did. 

. . . Buddy helped start the rescue 
squad and was the first fire chief. 
All the kids earned their Boy Scout 
merit badge for first-aid from 
Buddy. 

. . . The kids had a lot of fun in 
this town. And when they were 
caught, they paid for their mis¬ 
chief. Most of their Saturdays 
were spent doing yard work for 
people to pay back for some of 
the pranks they pulled. “We were 
Peck’s bad boys,” Tom laughs. 
But Buddy and the other officers 
were always there to rescue them 
and send them home, chastened, 
but undaunted,

When Emmett Nanna, Green¬ 
belt’s City Solicitor, talks about 
Buddy Attick, he recalls his rela¬ 
tionship to him as a youngster 
when Attick was the town police¬ 
man.

Reminiscing, Nanna talked 
about Attick patrolling the Lake 
Park on horseback; Buddy driv¬ 
ing the kids back and forth from 

high school; Buddy-all the 

kids’ buddy. He chuckled as he 
recalled the usual mischief and 
pranks. Attick handled that, like 
everything else, with a smile. 
Nanna laughed as he related the 
time when he himself was res¬ 
cued. He was on the lake, which 
was supposedly frozen. Ducks had 
evidently made a hole in the mid¬ 
dle of the lake, but Nanna didn’t 
know it, went too close, and fell 
in. It was Buddy Attick who 
came to his aid, hauling him, 
nearly frozen, to safety. “He was 
a security blanket,” Nanna said, 
“always around if anything hap¬ 
pened.” —Linda Orenstein 

the Ride-Along 

On one of his last days in office 
before his retirement, I had the 
privilege of riding along with Bud¬ 
dy in his jeep as he inspected the 
city. 

Our first stop was at the Na¬ 
tionwide Insurance building under 
construction on Edmonston Road 
across the road from the Spring- 
hill Lake Apartments. Buddy 
wanted to inspect the progress in 
construction of the building and 
follow through on some com¬ 
plaint about damage to the exit 
ramp from Edmonston to Kenil¬ 
worth Ave., but the visit was 
spiced with anecdotes about his 
early life. 

The building rests on land that 
was a part of the Attick farm. He 
noted as we drove in that the en¬ 
trance to the parking lot from 
Edmonston is situated exactly 
where their driveway had been 
when Edmonston was just a dirt 
road. 

The actual farmhouse stood a 
few hundred yards away on a hill 
where Kenilworth Ave. now runs. 

The land was much higher in 
those days, and in fact he said, 
from the bedroom windows you 
could look out and see the Wash¬ 
ington Monument and the Capitol 
Dome on a clear day. . . . 

The Attick farmhouse had three 
stories, a kitchen, living room, 
parlor, and dining room on the 
first floor; four bedrooms on the 
second, and two bedrooms with 
dormer windows on the third. It 
was a large frame farmhouse with 
fireplaces in every room for heat. 

. . . Inside the Nationwide 

building Buddy greeted the Su¬ 
perintendent of construction by 
his first name—he greeted every¬ 
one we met that day by the first 
name. “I know everyone by the 
first name, I can never remember 
last names,” he said. With Buddy, 
first names just seem more natu¬ 
ral. 

He discussed his business with 
the Superintendent, always in the 
same friendly tone, kidded with 
the man’s son who he knew was 
getting married soon, and greeted 
every worker we met with a 
booming, “Good morning, good 
morning!” or, “Looking good, 
looking good!” Buddy greets ev¬ 
eryone that way. He also gets to 
know everyone. He pays attention 
to people, and could tell a little 
something about each person we 
saw. 

Our next stop was along Cherry- 
wood Lane, where PEFCO was in¬ 
stalling some new streetlights that 
the city had contracted for, 
“Good morning!” he called out 
to the foreman as we drove up, 
motioning him over with a wide 
gesture. “How’s your crew do¬ 
ing?” The crew was comprised o' 
new trainees. Buddy explained t 
me in an aside.
